And also he 
has to serve as a kind of unofficial adviser 
to Mr. Shaw as to who shall get the next 
prize, so that the ‘advisory board’ now num- 
bers ten prize winners. In addition to the 
prize and the dinner, Mr. Shaw always has 
a lithographic reproduction made in color 
of the prize pictures, which all those at the 
function autograph for him as a souvenir 
for him and for themselves. He also gives 
$50 in prizes to the Fakirs’ Society every 
year, and always buys some of the ‘fake’ 
pictures when the bidding isn’t very brisk

The Artist’s Interest. 
The question of the increase in values ot

The Delaroff Sale. 

Che began again in earnest after 
the Easter holidays on April 23, when MM. 
Lair-Dubreuil and Doublot put up the DVe- 
laroff collection from St. Petersburg at the 
Georges Petit gallery The first 119 lots 
of the catalog were sold on the first day 
and realized the small total of $40,900, many 
of the prices being very low, even when one 
takes into account the facts that some of 
the attributions were hardly defensible, and 
that the general quality of the coiection was 
not high. Nevertheless there were some 
bargains. The highest price of the day 
was paid by M. Sortais for the large picture 
by Boucher, “The wounded Achilles,” which 
fetched $6,180. The “expert,” M. Sortais 
himself, had asked only $5,500 for this pic 
ture but, although the subject not one 
of those which collectors of Boucher usu- 
ally want, it was surely very cheap at the 
price that it fetched, for it is a good picture, 
masterly in draughtsmanship and_ brilliant 
in color. The oval painting by Drouais the 
younger, a portrait of two little girls, for 
which the “expert” also asked $5,000, fetched 
only $3,740. An Italian landscape, attributed 
to Fragonard, fetched $1,792 and two little 
paintings on wood by Debucourt, “Le Pas 
d’Arlequin and “Le Festin de Scarmouche,” 
$2,090. 

The remaining 124 lots were sold April 
and realized the rather better total of 
$70,800, making the grand total for this 
first sale $111,660, for 243 lots. The high- 
est price of the day and sale was $9,350, 
paid for Jan Steen’s “Joyous Company,” 
for which the “expert” asked $8,800, mod- 
erate estimation for a large signed painting 
by Jan Steen (the picture measures 43 by 
66 inches), but its condition not good. 
The “Jesus. Blessing” by Bartolommeo 
Montagna fetched $4,840 and the “Virgin 
and Child” by the same painter only $1,980, 
M_ Kleinberger gave $2,332 for Lastman’s 
“Susannah and the Elders,” and $1,760 for 
‘Jesuse among the Doctors,” cataloged 
attributed to Rembrandt but, of course, 
not by him. The “expert” suggested, prob- 
ably with with good reason, that it might 
be an early work of Gerard Dou, in which 
case it was cheap. The “Adoration of the 
Magi,” cataloged as “School of Rembrandt,” 
fetched $3,244 and the portrait of an old 
woman, cataloged again “attributed to 
Rembrandt,” $1,562.

Darmstadt Exhibition.

It is expected that much will be 
shown in the Residenzschloss, which has 
never hitherto been accessible to the public.
